The Bryan

in g meeting at {he club headquar­ 
ters, 319 Ohio street, last night. 
T h e drum corps started the fun 
w ith some rattling good music and 
after a large crowd had gathered

w ith several fine selections 
from his phonograph. 
T h e meeting was called to order 
by the chairman. Conductor W . E . 
Miller, who spoke briefly but for­ 
cibly upon the subject of militarism. 
H e declared his firm belief that the 
demand for a large standing army 
was made for the purpose of having 
at hand a- trained m ilitary . force 
that the trusts could use to over­ 
come 
and 
intimidate 
their 
em­ 
ployes. 
H e 
declared 
that 
the 
United 
States had tw ice w hipped Great 
Britain, 
had 
whipped 
M exico, 
kept 
powerful 
savage 
tribes 
of Indians on the frontier in sub­ 
jection and 
fought 
the 
greatest 
civil war ever recorded in history, 
all w ith a mere skeleton arm y and 
our citizen 
soldiery. 
That with 
this skeleton army w e have grown 
to be a world power— the greatest 
on earth— and no man could give 
any reason for the increase of the 
army to ico, ooo men unless it be 
to 
over-awe 
labor. 
H e 
warned 
laboring men of all parties against 
the danger, and reminded 
them 
that the 
democracy 
proposed to 
end labor troubles, not with 
an 
army of 100,000 men, but by put­ 
ting a secretary of labor in the 
cabinet and providing compulsory 
arbitration in all strikes that affect 
interstate commerce. 
D r. J. T . Brow n, 
democratic 
candidate for representative, was 
the next speaker, and he made a 
most favorable impression on his 
audience. 
H e discussed national 
issues, pointing out the evils of im ­ 
perialism 
and 
the 
danger 
that 
would ensue from four years more 
of McKinleyism. * 
D r. Brow n spoke in the most 
complimentary terms of 
his 
op­ 
ponent, but ridiculed the idea that 
•‘an experienced republican” should 
be sent to the Missouri legislature 
to secure an appropriation for the 
state fair. 
The speaker was fre­ 
quently and loudly applauded. 
M r. Hardister, of N ew Franklin, 
spoke most forcibly on the issues 
of the cajmpaign from the stand­ 
point of a laboring man and de­ 
lighted the audience with his w it 
and eloquence. 
T he first formal m eeting of the 
club was a pronounced success both 
in attendance and enthusiasm.

After their atten ­ 
tio n was called to these matters by 
the actio n o f their emp lo y es, the 
hig h o fficials beg an in v estig atio n s 
which co n v in ced them that the 
min ers were n o t who lly u n reaso n ­ 
able. 
When the emp lo y er o f labo r 
wo rked with hi« men in the o lden 
dav s he kn ew the co n ditio n u n der 
which they liv ed. 
Their g riev an ­ 
ces wo u ld ap p eal to their o wn ex ­ 
p erien ce. 
No w the g reat co rp o ra­ 
tio n s are co n tro lled by wealthy 
men , man y o f who m are u tterly 
ig n o ran t o f the metho d o f life o f 
their emp lo y es. 


T h e seco n d co n stitu tio n al amen d­ 
men t to be v o ted o n at the co min g 
electio n is o f v ast imp o rtan ce to 
the tax p ay er.

D e m o cr at su ch 
a p ro v isio n is u n wise.

to say when the tax es shall be in ­ 
creased sho u ld be reserv ed to the 
p eo p le.

our citizen 
soldiery. 
That with 
this skeleton army we have grown 
to be a world power— the greatest 
on earth— and no man could give 
any reason for the increase of the 
army to ico,ooo men unless it be 
to over-awe 
labor. 
He 
warned 
laboring men of all parties against 
the danger, and reminded 
them 
that the 
democracy 
proposed to 
end labor troubles, not with 
an 
army of ioo,CMao men, but by put­ 
ting a secretary of labor in the 
cabinet and providing compulsory 
arbitration in all strikes that affect 
interstate commerce. 
Dr. J. T . Brown, 
democratic 
candidate for representative, was 
the next speaker, and he made a 
most favorable impression on his 
audience. 
He discussed national 
issues, pointing out the evils of im­ 
perialism 
and
